Those of our citizens who attend- 
ed "Father's Night." sponsored by 
the Home nnd School Club Tuesday 
evening, when Dr. *a. C. Lewis of 
Toronto, was the guest speaker, 
were privileged to hear an inter- 
esting and educational address, 
which is printed in detail. 

The savage of all lands in the 

simplicity of their life had no 
school to contend with. The whole 
culture arTS lore of the race was 
handed down from father to son 
and from chief to tribesman as a 
matter of course and of inevitable 
duty. From time immemorial the 
Chinese have taught their children 
politeness and obedience, respect 
for their ancestors, the wisdom 
and culture of their race and num- 
erous fine crafts through the med- 
ium of their r'n'ly i'vi'ic uie 
Spartans practised temperance 

and endurance, the Athenians in- 
structed their youth in wisdom, 
courage, justice and the arts, some- 
times jn the home, sometimes in 
the gymnasium or praetorium 
which became the forerunners of 
the modern school. In the days of 
our grandparents the average child 
if he were in a neighborhood which 
prorided schooling, received in- 
struction in the three R's with 
possibly a smattering of literature, 
geography and history thrown in. 
if the teacher himself were suffic- 
iently erudite in these cultural 
subjects or frills as they might 
have been called. Beyond this the 
school had little or no responsibil- 
ity toward the pupil or the com- 
munity, j 

How different is the situation to- 
day. In order that our children 
may be fitted for their places In 
our complicated super-civilized life 
it is essential that they attend a 
we!} organized school for many 
years so that they may gain some 
idea of the! vast accumulated know- 
ledge of the past as well as its 
adaptation to the present; thai 
they learn! to think, to reason, to 
weigh the 'good and bad, to estim- 
ate the mistakes of the past and to 
build for the future. 

Today a new emphasis is being 
placed on the training of the 
WHOLE child, not merely on his 
Intellect, ! The objective has 
changed from the simple acquisit- 
ion of knowledge to the develop- 
ment of character and adjustment 
to life. Enterprises are introduced 
into the work of the class-room 
wiili the intent not only of convey- 
ing factual knowledge but with the 
idea of relating it to the life of the 
child while simultaneously devel- 
oping his social and emotional 
powers. The. wide range of sub- 
jects and different methods of ap- 
proval are designed to meet the 
varying emotional needs of the 
child as well as to develop skills, 
attitudes and appreciations which 
will enrich his life. While reliev- 
ing the monotony of classroom 
work they tend to increase his 
powers of enjoyment so that his 
later days may be the fuller and 
happier. The many activities which 
are organized within the school 
community all play their part in 
giving each child encouragement In 
finding his latent talents and then

KILLED AT 

QUEENSVILLE 

Mrs. Charles Knowles of town, 
and ft. J. Hibbs of Toronto were 
killed early last evening in Qifeens- 
ville when a car driven by Hibbs 
swerved on the icy roa'l. hitting a 
cement culvert, then crashing into 
a tree and telephone pole. Mis. 
Knowles died shortly after being 
admitted to York County Hospital, 
and Mr. Hibbs died at ten o'clock' 
without regaining consciousness. 

Charles Knowles, a passenger, 
received facial injuries. While

On the Question of conscription, the masses in Canada 
seem to be almost of one voice. They are for it, but they are 
only for it if it includes conscription of wealth as well as man- 
power, material resources and industry. 

If one man has two sons and another has no .sons, but 
lias $200,000, should one man be robbed of his sons by this 
war while the other man enjoys the life his $200,000 will pro- 
vide him? Bven if the lattei man makes great purchases in 
War Savings Certificates he is but investing in something 
which will redeem him even more money at some future date. 
His contribution to the war effort is not personally as great 
as that of the man who has raised two sons who have been 
taken by the army, navy or air force. 

Perhaps this man was counting on those two sons for his 
security during his old age. Having given them his all that 
they might have 'education and training, perhaps he was ex- 
pecting them — as; he had every right to expect — to support 
him when he. became too old to work any more. With both of 
them away at war. and with the possibility that man must 
keep fending for himself in his old age. 

The man who. has money to spare should be made to give 
of it in direct proportion to the man whose family would be 
made to serve in uniform should conscription be enforced. 
Money will not buy manpower, but it will pay for the manu- 
facture of guns, tanks, planes and ships, of which manpower 
must have a vast amount before victory can be accomplished. 

The Canadian Legion stands for conscription of wealth, 
manpower, industry. The Legion is adamant in its insistence 
that wealth be included. There is no denying the logic of the 
argument. .Money, as well as men, is needed to win, and those 
who have made money out of Canada In the past should he 
assessed for Canada's protection now. 

In the latest proposals for conscription, the word wealth 
is studiously avoided. The masses in Canada will not be in 
favor of conscription unless it entails money as well as men 
and machines. — The Nugget, North Bay.

. In our worship service of last 
Sunday morning, we considered 
the. subject of The Kingdom of 
God. For the last few decades, 
you have heard from pulpits, and 
read from books the ever recurring 
phrases of "Building the Kingdom 
of God;" or "Working to Establish 
the Kingdom of Heaven/' and other 
phrases like them. 

But have you ever reached - an 
actual and definite conclusion as 
to the meaning of the term King- 
dom of God? It sounds good; it is 
therefore possible that yon, like 
many others, have let it go unchal- 
lenged and unquestioned. 

There is a good deal of teaching 
in our day which describes the 
Kingdom of God as an accomplish- 
ment of men. It suggests that we 
can so improve and uplift the social 
strata that it will be acceptable 
unto God. But this preacher is not 
satisfied with anything so wholly 
lacking in Divine emphasis, and so 
dependent upon the faltering ef- 
forts of human beings. He believes 
the Kingdom of God means a king- 
dom upon earth with its springs of 
power in heaven. 

We will endeavour to explain it 
simply and briefly. 

The Kingdom of God. the writer 
believes, has three distinct as- 
pects: 

The first is a PERSONAL. 
SPIRITUAL EXPERIENCE, Jesus 
said "Except ye return and he con- 
verted as little children, ye shall 
In no wise enter the Kingdom of 
Heaven." 

He also said to a certain young 
man, "Thou art not far from the 
Kingdom of God." 

Surely it Is perfectly obvious 
that in these instances the Master 
had reference to a personal exper- 
ience, an inner change, a condition 
wherein God had previously been 
throned. 

Expressed briefly, 
something like this: 



It means 
a complete 







change of loyalty; a switch over 

from the kingdom of Satan and 
Self to the Kingdom of God. This 
change from one kingdom to an- 
other is very simply and easily 
made, for it is the act of letting 
the Ruler of that Heavenly King- 
dom come into our lives and take 
complete control. 

The second aspect of this Heav- 
euly Kingdom is AN OUTWARD, 
HISTORICAL MOVEMENT. 

Where there has been a change 
of heart, there follows as naturally 
as the day follows the night, a 
change of life. 

All who have experienced this 
inner change, and go out into the 
world to further the Will of God, 
are building the Kingdom of God 
upon earth. As they tell others 
the Gospel story, and they in turn 
are added to the Kingdom, the 
Kingdom grows and spreads. As 
the number of Christ followers in- 
creases, so do hospitals, churches, 
rest homes, orphanages, shelters. 
Christian homes, Christian minist- 
ers and missionaries, Bibles and 
other bulwarks of Christianity in- 
crease. And every such addition 
to the world is an addition to the 
Kingdom of God. 

In a Word, the building of that 
Kingdom is explained and contain- 
ed In that phrase which follows in 
our Lord's Prayer, "Thy Will he 
done on earth as it is in heaven." 
The third aspect of the Kingdom 
of God Is that for which every 
shut-in who knows the ravages of 
paiii and physical weakness, and 
who also knows the Ix>rd. Is look- 
ing and longing, namely, A 
FUTURE APOCALYPTIC CON 
SUMMATION. Do not let that big 
word perplex you. It simply means 
a revelation of God in the future. 
This third aspect embraces the 
final consummation of the King- 
dom of God upon earth. One day, 
as the scripture has said, "This 
same Jesus, Whom ye have seen 
ascend into heaven, will so come 
again In like manner as ye have 
seen Him go into heaven." That 
will be the day when "He shall 
come whose right it is, and reign 
King of kings, and Lord of Lords." 
That is the great day "When the 
knowledge of the Lord shall cover 
the earth as the waters cover the 
sea; and when none 
"know the Lord.' for all 
I fiin from the least 
greatest/" 

Let us make sure we belong to 
His Kingdom by virtue of tho act 
of giving King Jesus full entry Into 
our hearts, and lives. Let us seek 
to establish tho Kingdom by pro- 
moting His Will upon the earth. 
Then we will be truly able to look 
forward to the great consummation 
of the Kingdom when He shall 
come again."

HOUSE OF REFUGE SAID ONLY 

FOR AGED 




York County House of Refuge is 
not a hospital for Incurables, the 
commissioners told York County 
Council last week in presenting 
their report for the past year. 

"A situation which existed some 

five years ago has not been com- 
pletely eliminated and the inmates 
of the institution are in good health | 
and are given the best possible 
medical care. A doctor is on call 
at all. times and a nurse in resi- 
dence and the matron is also a 
nurse/' the commissioners said. 

In answer to an Inquiry from 
Reeve W. E. MacDonald of New 
Toronto, the commissioners re- 
ported that there was a radio at 
the home and that concerts and 
other forms of entertainment were 
supplied the inmates from time to 
time. 

"I ask this question," said Kf. 
MacDonald, "because we had a 
man go to the home from my 
municipality and after staying 
there a short while he returned to 
town and asked to be given any 
sort of a job so long as he could 
stay in New Toronto. He was sat- 
isfied with the treatment he • re 
ceived and with- the meals served 
to the inmates but declared that 
he nearly died from lonesomeness 
and boredom/' Mr. MacDonald ex- 
plained. 

Council accepted the report, 
which stated the number of in- 
mates at the end of December was 
79, of which 59 were men and 20 
were women. During the year 22 
have lieen admitted. 15 discharged 
and four have died.

Of course, we can agree with 
many of the statements cleverly 
gathered together to make up the 
advertisement. After being in Brit- 
ain recently and after meeting 
many refugees from Continental 
Europe, who had escaped to Lis- 
bon and thence to freedom, we are 
convinced that Canadians hardly 
know there is a war on yet. We 
must do much more than we are 
doing. But we must do it in ways 
that will bring the greatest advan 
tage to the cause of the United 
Nations. We are not convinced 
that the form of conscription, as 
introduced near the end of the last 
war, is the right way. It dCtfS not 
go nearly far enough. It takes the 
youth of Canada and forces them 
to ri&k their lives, and leaves older 
people and their resources un- 
touched. We feel that something 
broader than mere "conscription" 
is required- We recall, too, the bit- 
terness of the soldiers who got 
$1.10 a day during the last war. 
whether volunteers or conscripts, 
while some people made millions 



out of food and other necessities, 
while politicians rode to power un- 
der the name of Union Government 
by the most corrupt election prac- 
tices we ever' saw, and probably 
the worst Canada ever saw. 

It la the memory of these things 
that makes us* wary now about fall- 
ing in with every new parade. We 
understand that the King govern- 
ment is going to introduce some 
form of selective service. What the 
details will be, we do not know. 
Perhaps the people who are paying 
for this- advertisement know some- 
thing or the details. At any rate, 
it seems that many people — and 
particularly ma*iy. rich, people — 
would prefer the old form of con- 
scription that takes the boys only, 
rather than what i© likely to come. 

In ail fairness, it should be point- 
ed out that the Dominion govern- 
ment has done a great deal already 
to make Canada's war effort well 
worth while. One of these things 
has been an honest effort to keep 
prices down. ■ There has been no 
such chance to profiteer this time 
as there was in the last war. There 
have been other restrictions, too. 
which have benefitted millions, but 
must have stepped on a few toes. 

For some reason, the Globe and 
Mail has had a spite at (Prime Min- 
ister King. It Is backing the var- 
ious movements to stir up discon- 
tentment and apparently has a 

considerable share in this latest 
project. This is one more reason 
for regarding it with suspicion. 
The Globe and Mail still calls itself 
"Canada's ^National Newspaper." 

but it would have a hard time 
proving It. 

Of course, you can write to your 
member of parliament if you like. 
That won't do any particular 
harm. If you write your own opin- 
ions, instead of echoing those of 
some persons unknown, it may do 
good. But we suggest that you wait 
until parliament opens and see 
what is really the programme be- 
fore condemning It. At least, that 
would be. more sensible. j 

And when somebody tells you 
that the United States is doing 
more in proportion to population 
and wealth than Canada has al- 
ready done, the. best answer is a 
hearty laugh.

There is no hot 
water or electricity yet. but we 
have sort of fixed up makeshifts, 
and it is not too bad. I don't know 
whether they had these (In-roofed 
huts with tho walls and roof all a 
semicircle and with cement floors 
or not last time, but that Is what 
we are in now. We are getting used 
to it. / I 

I remember you advised me the 
artillery was tho best bet, but on 
the whole I am not sorry. Last 
spring I transferred from a rifle 
company into the brass band and 1 
really like it. We are not an auth-

orly.ed band but we have our after- 
noons for band practice, usually. 
Officially we are tho A. A. platoon, 
so we do most of our route mar- 
ches on our trucks. Not all, though. 

Wo were In London Monday with 
our bugle band and some singers 
from the regiment giving a half- 
hour broadcast and recording for 
a Canadian broadcast. We wero 
gueste of the BBC for luncheon, 
and It was swell. Strictly a high- 
class Joint,- too. 

We are scheduled to play on Dec. 
12, too. Just a band programme 
I think that will go to Canada on 
the Saturday night programme. 

On Xmas Eve and Xmas Day I 
think we play carols to be broad- 
cast direct. I 

Well, I have told you a lot about 
myself. I hope you and your family 
are flno, and have a happy year.

6) 
all available scrap paper, metals, 
rags and bones and fats, but In or- 
der to make this campaign a suc- 
cess the all-out' co-operation of 
every householder is needed In 
saving all waste materials which 

are of value. 

Lists of materials required have 
appeared in both oical papers for 
the past two weeks, and will be 
distributed to each house, but in 
the meantime any informatfon re- 
quired can be obtained by tele- 
phoning 431. 

In -the past collections from re- 
sidential areas have been made by 
Boy Scouts and Cul?3, and the only 
expenes has been for trucks. How- 
ever, with greatly increased quant- 
ities of materials considerable ex- 
pense may have to be Incurred in 
collecting, sorting and packing. 
Householders can assist greatly in 
keeping down expense by keeping 
different types of material separate 
and by parceling and tying pack- 
ages so that they may be easily 
picked up, and the work of sorting 
reduced to a minimum. Separate 
parcels should be made of news- 
papers, magazines, kraft wrapping 
and paper bags, cardboard nd other 
household papers. Rags, rubber 
and small pieces of metal may be 
put In one container. 

Arrangements are being made 
for the collection of bones and fats 
by the garbage collectors. Bones 
may be placed in paper bags or 

boxes, and fats in covered tin cans 

and both placed beside a garbage 
can where they will be picked up. 
If you do not have a regular gar- 
bage collection, either place bones 
and fats beside your neighbour's 
garbage can or some place on the 
street where they will be easily 
6een by the garbage collector. 

The committee believes that ev- 
ery houstholder will want to assist 
in this campaign to save materials 
which are vitally necessary for war 
purposes. Your co-operation h 
needed to make this an all-out ef- 
fort and an all-out success. If you 
have not already done so, start 
now to save all waste materials. 

Notices of collection dates will 
apepar in both town newspapers.

This .country Is very damp at the 
present time. and. the most of us 
have colds, but still living, and 



both home and school. Neither 
can do a successful job alone The 
necessity definitely arises to-day 
for parents and teachers to get to- 
gether as never before to discuss 
three general themes: 

U) the meaning and purpose of 
education. 

(2) the nature and needs of chil- 
dren. 

(3) the methods and techniques 
to be used. 

There can be no real satisfaction 
until we achieve a certain unity of 

purpose in this important task. 

There exist so many different 
ideas as to what education is and 
what its goal. To one it mav mean 
high examination marks and to 
:>' *! er who -> ;.;•; g.x w;h along 
intellectual, social, physical and 
Mioifonal lines. What kind ot 
boys and girls do they hope to 
graduate from the school? It ma\ 
be important to have a good know- 
ledge of classics, mathematics or 
science, but it is perhaps equallv 
as important to be a good loser, or 
a good winner, to play fair, to co- 
operate with others and perhaps 
above all lo respect one's own self 
and to make friends. 

Parents can give the teacher a 
deal of information about the child 
which will be of inestimable value 
in understanding his difficulties 
and guiding his growth and devel- 
opment. The teacher should have 
a knowledge of the child's physical 
condition, handicaps if any "exist, 
past diseases, physical and mental 
tendencies, early *elf care, home 
conditions, eating and sleeping 
habits, hobbies, play facilities and 
playmates. Much of this informa- 
tion can be readily supplied by the 
parents. And teacher and parent 
can assist each other very greatly 
in understanding various person- 
ality traits Of the child which may 
be hampering him or preventing 
his fuller success, in such qualities 
as shyness, sulkiness, bad temper, 
bullying, self-consciousness. With 
forces joined there is an infinitely 
better chance of the child's over- 
coming these crippling traits than 
there would be if teacher and par- 
ents were working single-handed 
or at cross purposes due to lack of 
understanding. The teacher can 
provide much information about 
the child's intelligence, scholar- 
ship, industry and ability to work 
and play with others. - 

The nature and needs of child- 
ren vary greatly and it is import- 
ant to realize that each child, 
whatever his innate or acquired 
abilities, is just as important as 
any other. The great German phil- 
osopher, Immanuel Kant, said that 
tvevy man should count as a man 
and no man as more than one. 
(How far lias Hitler departed from 
(his noble principle!) It becomes 
necessary-then for both parent and 
teacher to know fully what each 
child brings with him to his task. 

The methods and techniques ot 
training also have undergone great 
changes during the past few years 
so that we who were educated in 
the old school must bring ourselves 
and our thinking up-to-date in a 
knowledge of these new features. 
Unless .the parents understand 
what the school is trying to do 
with Its introduction, of enterprises 
projects and new methods of dis- 
cipline there Is bound to be much 
wasted effort. Naturally it is to be 
expected that the child acquires 
knowledge, but the kind of know- 
ledge and the approach to It have 
been gradually undergoing a 
change. It is designed to meet the 
needs of to-day and of the future in 
so far as that Is possible, more 
adequately than in the past. The 
parents should expect the school 
programme to point out to the 
child the benefit of rendering ser- 
vice to others rather than the im- 
portance of satisfying his own 
many demands and should insist 
in driving this lesson home. 

It must be obvious to all that the 
new trends in education cannot be 
nearly so fully realized in the larg- 
er schools with overly large class- 
es, and parents everywhere should 
see to it that conditions in the 
school are such as to promote the 
many-sided development of the 
child. . 

As parents we all covet a better 
chance and a better life for our 
children than has been our lot, but 
we must Interpret the true mean- 
ing of the better opportunity. Suc- 
cess to many means that social 
prestige and wealth are the pre- 
dominating factors, but until we 

can fully realize our responsibility 
towards others we have largely 
failed fn our educational process. 
The precious freedom which we 
enjoy has been purchased at great 
cost. The price of this liberty !b 
ceaseless vigilance In the future

^. in any household is now restricted by law to an amount of three-quarters of 
one pound per person per week, and it is now unlawful to purchase more than two 
weeks' supply at any one time or to make any purchase if present supplies arc 
sufficient for more than two weeks. 

This step has been taken to conserve the satisfactory reserve stock of sugar in 
Canada and is an assurance to the consumer that there is no reason for heavy 
buying of sugar. [,.."' 

■ Ration coupons will not be used to enforce the sugar limitations in Canada. The 
supply of sugar in our country has been under control for more than two and a 
half years and the homekeeper has always been able to satisfy her needs; she will 
continue to be able to do so and the price ceiling law protects her against any 
increase in price. 



*> 



The maintenance of the new regulation governing the purchase of sugar 
rests, as the success of all laws in a democratic country inusl rest, upon tho 
loyal support of the people. Any consumption of sugar in excess of the quantity 
stipulated by this regulation is not only an offence against the law, but is also 
a betrayal of the war effort and consequently an offence against decency. 

Reports received from retailers indicate that in some districts there has been 
misunderstanding of the requirements of the law. In some cases, people are under 
the impression that they should at once lay in a sufficient supply for two weeks; this 
of course is not necessary because a continued supply of sugar is assured. In other 
cases it has been assumed that a greatly restricted ration is to be made effective in the 
near future. This is incorrect because The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has 
already stated that the sugar supply situation is such that requirements of the 
consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a pound per week can readily be supplied. 

As a means of protecting consumers from unknowingly breaking the law, it is 
suggested to retailers that, for the present, they limit sales to any one customer to 
an amount of not more than five pounds.

"Contrasts In Education" 

One associates color with some- 
thing solid, concrete, but at tho 
January meeting of the Pine Or- 
chard Women's Institute held at 
the home of Mrs. James Hope, wo 
heard from Mr. Bastedo, our guest 
speaker, of color In education. He 
said that education in the democ- 
racies and in tho totalitarian 
states was colored by tho creeds 
and ideals "which 1 motivated them. 
Modern education, in the de- 
mocracies had gotten away from 
the rigid adherence to the prin- 
ciple that all minds can be cast in* 
one world, and went rather on the 
promise that education was to de- 
velop the Individual's mind and fit 
Jt for future usefulness. 

.In the years after v/orld war No. 
1; our educational system was col- 
ored by peace. We hoped and be- 
lieved that thoso who had died io 






the "war to end wars" had not 
died in vain, and that now we 
could set our mlnd9 on develop- 
ing a peace program, and our 
young were taught the benefits ot 
peace, and grew up in the belief 
that war was a hateful thing. 

And so, following our democratic 
way of life, which has grown even 
stronger, but whose liberties are 
too often taken for granted, we had 
in our system of education — free 
teachers, free children, free — that 
is uncensored — textbooks, free 
minds, free courses of study. "Our 
textbooks," said Mr. Bastedo, "may 
not be perfect, but they are open 
to criticism and can be replaced at 
any time with those considered 
more suitable to advancing needs." 

In the democracies, too, women 

since the last war have the fran- 
chise. 

Then, in contrast, Mr. Bastedo 
spoke of the Fascist and Nazi Sep- 

lenes of education. * 

In Italy, children from 2 to 22, 
and in Germany from 10 to 21. are 
forced to spend all their spare 
time in Imbibing the doctrines of 
their parties. Their home ties arc 
weakened and they are regimented 
into little armies of puppets, who 
are 'taught that the state super- 
sedes home, religion and ever> 
other consideration, and so, when 
the state pulls the strings, the pup 
pets act like puppets. 

In Italy the church and the mon- 
archy were able to exercise a re- 
straining influence — although 

slight— but in Germany the child- i 

ren were told that "the scriptures | 
are dead, and Hitler's ideology is 
to be their religion. 

The children are overworked 
and undereducated in the real 
sense of the word, and consequent- 
ly their standards, physical and 
morale are steadily deteriorating, 
and in the fields of- science, there is 

a sad lack of students to take the 
place of those who have been kill- 
ed in battle, or because of non- 
Aryan birth are in prison or con 
centration camps.

"Check Up and Order Now/' Urges 

Ontario Department of 
Agriculture 



The Administrator of Farm and 
Road Machinery has announced 
that on the basis of 1940 sales 
manufacturers of farm equipment 
are limited in production -ranging 
.from a decrease of 50r£ on certain 
types of less essential implements 
to an increase of SS(f% in the case 
of milking machines and cream 
separators. The production of at 
tachments and repair parts is limi- 
ted to 104% of 1940 sales. This 
means that 1942 production will 
be slightly less than the record 
sales of f941. 

Although supplies are limited. 
implement manufacturers and deal- 
ers ard hopeful that all orders for 
spare parts can be filled, providing 
they know in time what the de- 
mands are likely to he. The On- 
tario Department of Agriculture 
urge? that every farmer should 
without delay look over his equip- 
ment, tractor to binder and spray 
outfit, even to the hay fork and 
rope and wire for patching fences 
and inform his dealer of his re- 
quirements. This is a matter of su- 
preme importance. Maximum farm 
production is required. Prompt de- 
livery of repair parts cannot be 
guaranteed after the Spring work 
Starts. Costly breakdowns and long 

delays and loss of time of men and 
equipment can largely be avoided 
uy a careful overhaul of farm 
equipment during the Winter mon- 
ths. 

The Department of Agriculture 
Js also urging that farmers swing 
In behind the Voluntary Agricul- 
, lurai War Committees being form 
ed in every county. These commit- 
tees are making a survey, the re- 
Miits of which will enable each 
neighborhood through planning and 
organization, to secure the maxi- 
mum use of available labor and 
equipment in the community.
